Ald. Block Figures Amount 
Needed to Buy Sites 
and Buildings. 


A bond issue of possibly $8,000,000 for 
more municipal bathing beaches is be- 
ing considered by the city special parks 
commission. Ald. Eugene Block, chair- 
man of the committee, last night esti- 
mated it would require at least this 
a mount of money to purchase proposed 
sites and erect the necessary buildings. 

Ald. Block's program would include 
a great natatorium on the west side to 
furnish bathing facilites for the thou- 
sands who now travel miles to get to 
the lake front. He believes the west 
side is entitled to a big swimming pool, 
in view of the large expenditures that 
are being made fot beaches on the north 
and south sides ' 


For New Shore Line, 


The proposed bond issue would also 
provide for acquiring several blocks of 
additional shore line. , 

Establishment of a new beach between 
Kentiworth and Greenleaf: avenues on 
the north side is being urged by Ald. 
H. D. Capitain and probably will be rec- 
ommended by the commission. It is also 
Proposed to extend the C on beach 
several hundred feet north by acquiring 
the North Shore and Wilson private 
beaches, together with considerable in- 
tervening property. / 


Beaches on South Shore. 

For the south side the program con- 
templates the establishment of a munic- 
ipal beach between Seventy-fifth and 
Seventy-ninth streets, for which prop- 
erty is now being acquired. 

The eity now owns beach property at 
Fifty-first street, which is provided with 
temporary lockers. Ald. Block advo- 
cates extending this beach south to Fif- 
ty-third street and the construction of a 
new pier to protect the shore line.

His Benefactor Near Death. 

An odd coincidence is that Mrs. Sarah 
D. Clarke, widow of Col. George R. 
Clarke, founder of the mission, and the 
woman who brought about Monroe's con- 
version thirty-six years ago, was stricken 
with paralysis Sunday night and lies dan- 
gerously fll at her home a short distance 
away in Morgan Park. Mrs. Clarke is 
now 80 yegrs old.

The building which now 
houses the Pacific Garden mission was 
then occupied by one of the most noto- 
rious of the free and easies,’’ a combi- 
nation of saloon, dance hall, and café. 

The rounders knew Monroe as a pal. 
He drank heavily; he fought as often as 
he drank. Those were the days when 
Mike McDonald and George Hankins 
were the king pin gamblers of Chicago 
and Whisky row was the mecca of the 
riffraff of the underworld as well as the 
big lights in sporting circles. They all 
knew Harry Monroe. 


No Product of Slums. 

The man was not a product of the 
slums. He was born in Exeter, N. H., on 
Jan. 17, 1853. He ran off with a circus 
which came to his home town. From then 
on he was buffeted about the country with 
road shows, minstrel troupes, and small 
circuses until he found himself a derelict 
cast up on Whisky row. He had been an

„We were then told that Mexico was 
‘entitled to spill as much blood as she 
pleased to settle her affairs. The admin- 
istration vacillated with respect to the 
embargo on the export of arms and 
munitions to Mexico. Under the resolu- 
tion of 1912 President Taft had laid such 
an embargo. In August, 1913, President 
Wilson stated that he deemed it his duty 
to see that neither side to the struggle 
in Mexico should receive any assistance 
from this side of the border, and that 
the export of all arms and munitions to 
Mexico would be forbidden. 

But in February, 1914, the embargo 
was lifted. In April, 1914, the embargo 
was restored. In May, 1914, it was ex- 
plained that the embargo did not apply 
to American shipments through Mexican 
ports, and ammunition for Carranza was 
subsequently landed at Tampico. 

“In September, 1914, the embargo was 
lifted on exports across the border; there- 
upon military supplies reached both 
Villa and Carranza. In October, 1915, an 
embargo was declared on all exports of 
arms except to the adherents of Car- 
ranza. There was an utter absence of 
consistent policy, 


First Villa, Then Carranza. 

“For a time we bestowed friendship 
on Villa. Ultimately we recognized Car- 
ranga, not on the ground that he had a 
constitutional government, but that it 
was a de facto government. The com- 
plete failure to secure protection to Amer- 
ican citizens is shown conclusively in the 
note of the secretary of state of June 20, 
1916, in which he thus described the con- 
ditions that have obtained during the past 
three years: 2 

For three years the Mexican repub- 
lic has been torn with civil strife; the lives 
of Americans and other aliens have been 
sacrificed; vast properties developed by 
American capital and enterprise have 
been destroyed or rendered nonproduct- 
ive; bandits have been permitted to roam 
at will through the territory contiguous 
to the United States, and to seize with- 
out punishment or without effective at- 
tempt at punishment, the property of 
Americans, while the lives of citizéns of 
the United States who ventured to remain 
in Mexican territory or to return there! 
to protect their interests have been. 
taken, in some cases barbarously taken, 
and the murderers hayp neither been ap- 
prehended nor brought to justice. 
It would be tedious to recount instance 
after instance, outrage after outrage, 
atrocity after atrocity, to illustrate the 
true.nature and extent of the widespread 
conditions of lawlessness and violence 
which have prevailed.’ 


| Followed Orders of Carranza. 

“The Santa Ysabel massacre, the raid 
at Columbus, the bloodshed at Carrizal 
are fresh in your minds. After the Co- 
lumbus raid we started a.‘ punitive ex- 
pedition.’ We sent a thin line of troops 
hundreds of miles into Mexico, between 
two lines of railway, neither of which we 
were allowed to use, and which we did 
not feel at liberty to seize. 

“We were refused permission to enter 

the towns. Though thus restricted, the 
enterprise was still regarded by the Mex- 
leans as Amenace. Our troops faced hos- 
tile. forces) and it is not remarkable that 
our men fell at Carrizal. What other re- 
sult could be expected? 
„We were Virtually ordered to with- 
draw, and without accomplishing our 
purpose we have been withdraWing and 
we are now endeavoring to safeguard our 
own territory. Thé entire national guard 
has been ordered out and many thou- 
sands of our citizens have been taken 
from their. peaceful employments and 
hurfied to the Mexican border. f

Should Take Firm Stand. 

“ The nation has no policy of aggression 
toward Mexico. We have no desire for 
any part of her territory.

We should be ready to aid her in bind- 
ing up her wounds, in relieving her from 
starvation and distress, and in giving her 
in every practicable way the benefits of 
our disinterested friendship. 

“The conduct of this administration 
has created difficulties which we shall 
have to surmount. We shall have to 
overcome the antipathy needlessly ere- 
ated by that conduct and to develop gen- 
uine respect and confidence, We shall 
have to adopt a new policy, a policy of 
firmness and consistency, through which 
alone we can promote an enduring

„We demand from Mexico the protec- 
tion of the lives and the property of our 
citizens and ‘the security of our border 
from depredations. Much will be gained 
if Mexico is convinced that we contem- 
plate no meddlesome interference with 
what does not concern us, but that we 
propose to insist in a firm and candid 
manner upon the performance of inter- 
national obligations. 

To a stable government appropmiately 
discharging its international duties, we 
should give ungrudging support. A short 
period of firm, consistent, and friendly 
dealing will accomplish more than many

“ Weakness and indecision in the main- 
tenance of known rights are always 

es of grave danger; they forfeit re- 
spect and invite serious wrongs, which in 
turn create an uncontrollable popular re- 
sentment. That is not the path of na- 
tional. gecurity. 

“Not only have we a host of resources 
short of war by which to enforce our just 
demands, but we shall never promote 
peace by being stronger in words than in 
deeds. We should not have found it dit- 
ficult to maintain peace, but we should 
have maintained peace with honor. Dur- 
ing this critical period the only danger of 
war has lain in the weak course of the ad-

Administration Has Been Remiss. 

“I do not put life and property on the 
same footing, but the adminirtratton has 
not only been remiss with respect to the 
protection of American lives; it has been 
remiss with respect to the protection of 
American property and Americam com- 
merce. It has been too much disposed to 
be content with leisurely discussion. 

I cannot now undertake to review the 
course of events, but it is entirely clear 
that we failed to uge the resources at our 
command to prevent injurious action, and 
that we suffered in consequence.

At least so much by way 
of preparation for defense seemed to the 
president to be ‘absolutely imperative 
now. He said, We cannot do less.’ 

„But within two months this program 
was abandoned and the able secretary of 
war, who had devoted h t persistent- 
ly to this important question, felt so keen- 
fy the change in policy that he resigned 
from the cabinet. 

„Now the army organization bill pro- 
vides for an army on paper of 178,000, but 
in fact it provides for only 105,000 enlisted 
men for the line of the regular army for 
the fiscal year ending June 80, 1917, and 
I am informed that for the next fiscal 
year there will be an increase of only 
15,000. The plan for the supplemental 
federal army completely under federal 
control was given up. 3 

Troop Defects Due to “System.”

final test of force there must be the de- 
velopment of internafional organization 
in order to provide international ustice 
and to safeguard so far as prac cable 
the peace of the world. 

„ Arbitration treaties are useful within 
their proper sphere, but it is worse than 
folly to ighore the limitations of this 
remedy or to regard such treaties as an 
adequate means of preventing war. There 
should be an international tribunal to 
decide controversies susceptible of judi- 
cial determination, thus affording the 
advantage of judicial standards in the 
settlement of particular disputes and of 
the gradual growth of a body of judicial 
precedents. | 7 

“In emphasizing the desirability of 
such à tribunal for the disposition of 
controversies of a fjusticiable sort, it 
must not be overlooked that there are 
also legislative needs. We need confer- 
ences of the nations to formulate inter- 
national rules, to establish principles, to 
modify and extend international law so as 
to adapt it to new conditions, to remove 


cadses of. international differences. 


Nations Must Co-operate. — 

“We need to develop the instrumen- 
talities of conciliation. And behind this 
international organization, if 4t is to be 
effective, must be the codperation of the 
nations to prevent resort to hostilities 
pefore the appropriate agencies of peace- 
ful settlement have been utilized. a 

I the peace of the world is to be main · 
tained, it must be through the preventive 
power of a common purpose. 8 

„We in this country can, and should 
maintain our fortunate freedom from 
entanglements with interests and policies 
which do not concern us. But there is 
no national isolation in the world of the 
twentieth century. If at the close of the 
present war the nations are ready to 
undertake practicable measures in tHe 
common interest in order to secure inter- 
national justice, we cannot fail to recog- 
nize our international duty.

prevention of war we shall be glad to 
have an appropriate share. And our 
preparedness will have proper relation to 
this end as well as to our own immediate 
security. 


[INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 0 


When we contemplate industrial and 
commercial conditions, we see that we 
are living in a fool's paradise. The tem- 
porary prosperity to which our opponents 
point has been created by the abnormal 
conditions incident to the war. With the 
end of the war there will be the new 
conditions determined by a new Europe. 
Millions of men in the trenches will then 
return to work. ae 

The energies of each of the now bel- 
ligerent nations; highly trained, will then 
be turned to production. These are days 
of terrible discipline for the nations at 
war, but it must not be forgotten that 
each is developing a national solidarity, 
a knowledge of method, a realization of 
capacity hitherto unapproached. 

In each, the lessons of cob peration now 
being learned will never be forgotten. 
Friction and waste have been reduced to 
a minimum; labor and capital have a 
better understanding, business organiza- 
tion is more highly developed and more 


t intelligently directed than ever before. 


We see in each of these nations a mar- 
velous national efficiency. 

Let it not be supposed that this er- 
ficiency will not count when Europe once 
more at peace pushes its productive pow- 
ers to the utmost limit. 

On the other hand, in this country, 
with the stoppage of the manufacture of 
munitions, a host of men will be turned 
out of employment. We must meet the 
most severe competition in industry. We 
are undisciplined, defective in organiza- 
tion, loosely knit, industrially unpre- 
pared. 


No Living Cost Reduction. 

Our opponests promised to reduce the 
cost of living. This they have failed to 
do: but they did reduce the opportunities 
of making a living. 

Let us not forget the conditions that 
existed in this country under the new 
tariff prior to the outbreak of the war. 
Production had decreased, business was 
languishing; new enterprises were not 
undertaken, instead of expansion ther 
was curtailment, and our streets were 
filled with the unemployed. 

“It has been estimated that in the city 
of New York over 300,000 Mere but of 
work.

Need Upbuilding Poli 
“It is plain that we must have pro- 
tective, upbuilding policies, It is idle to 
look for relief to the Democratic party, 
which as late as 1912 declared in its plat- 
form that If was a fundamental prin- 
ciple of the Democratic party that the 
federal government, under the constitu- 
tion, had no right or power to impose or 
collect tariff duties except for the pur 
pose of revenue.”

From the time when Joliet snd Marquette pad-

no use was made of it for the commonest of pleas 
ures—bathing. A generation ago the only ones who 
had sense enough to make use of it for that pur 
shee. were. base; tied Mak Ube of und a Glen 
considered it most reprehensible in them. 

During this long period of torrid summers Lake 
Michigan lay at our door practically unused. Rest- 
dents near its shores made no use of it and com- 
plained to the police when a few men and boys| 
went in swimming. No one thought of erecting bath- 
houses Yor many years, and when sqme were put up 
they were but indifferent investment Meanwhile 
thousands of Chicagoans went to the seashore or to 
resorts on remote shores of this and other lakes for 
what they might have had at home. ' 

At last the civic movements for the utflization of 
our resources were directed towards lake bathing 
and municipa] beaches were proposed, but this was 
not done until private enterprise had secured some 
of the best locations and had proved that the people 
were willing to pay for the privileges they offered. 
The remarkable success of the Clarendon municipal 
beach and some of the smaller ones at other points 
along the lake shore has opened the eyes of every 
one to the opportunity ae? 
meny years. 

The Lincoln park and south park e 
have yielded to the popular demand and furnished 
accommodations in Jackson and. Lincoln parks. 
The city is buying four blocks of good beach at 
Seventy-fifth street, and in Rogers Park a munici 
beach will be in operation next year. Under proper 
supervision and with life guards in attendance these 
beaches from South ‘Chicago to the Evanston line 
can accommodate more than 100,400 bathers daily. 
The fact that these beaches ate free does not con- 
fine the attendance to those who could not afford to 
pay handsomely for the sefvice if necessary. The 
thousands of motor cars which bring the bathers to 
the waterside prove the democracy of the lake. 

Other cities along Lake Michigan have taken up 
the matter as has Chicago. In Milwaukee the 
Eyening Wisconsin is making a strenuous fight for 
municipal bathing beaches, so that every one in that 
city may have this summer pleasure without depend- 
ing on private pay enterprises. Milwaukee is fortu- 
‘| nately situated, and it only requires a little civic 
effort to provide the proper accommodation which 
will make the lake available to every citizen there. 
A city as enterprising as Milwaukee should not 
hesitate at doing this service for its people. 


GUARDSMEN VOTING. 

The attorney general of New York has given an 
opinion that guardsmen on the border are entitled 
to vote if not recalled before November. There are 
serious difficulties under the New York constitution, 
but under the broad interpretation adopted they are 
avoided. This official holds that the situation under 
which the guard has been mobilized, while not war 
in the strict international sense, is such a state as 
is contemplated in the law governing voting. 

The reasoning seems to us sound and applicable 
to the 12,000 men Illinois has at the front. It is 
not to be assumed that the purpose of the election 
law is to disfranchise men except where the purpose 
is clear. The men in this case are in the service 
of the government for the purpose of defending the 
country from invasion, and. if necessary to enforce 


+the rights of the United States by force of arms. 


They are not in a mere peace camp of preparation, 
as the president has declared, but are under arms 
to protect the country. Only a quibble would de- 
prive them of the right to vote on the theory that 
war has not yet been declared between Mexico and 
the United States. If it is necessary to call out the 
organized militia to prevent armed foreign forces, 
regular or irregular, from overrunning our territory 
and to back up the regular army now actually in 
a foreign territory, the men are essentially in war 
conditions and should be possessed of all the privi- 
leges of that status,

O health authority anywhere advo- 
cates the use of alcohol as a medi- 
cine, food, or beverage. Until a 
few years ago health depertments 
were silent on the subject. At the

He concludes that abstainers have from 
10 to 80 per cent lower mortality than 
nonabstainers. The American statistics 
corroborate the British in indicating the 
unfavorable effect of alcohol on longev- 
ity. ‘ 

On the question as to the life expec- 
tancy of men who have taken the cure 
end who have been total abstainers for 
years he finds that there is an extra mor- 
tality of 70 per cent. Men who had cured 
thenthelves had an extra mortality of 32 
per cent. As compared with these per- 
‘centages of increased mortality, the 
steady, free users of alcohol had an 1 
creased mortality of 86 per cent. 

The principal organic disease which re- 
sults from drinking is cirrhosis of the 
liver. The rate from thie disease among 
drinkers es compared with abstainers 
was increased 600 per cent. 

A moderate drinker who occasionally 
to excess ten or more years before 
would be regarded as a hazardous risk 
and would be charged an extra premium. 
The company would take into account 
the man’s age and his family life. 
As to the third question, Hunter says: 
“The feeling existe among medical men 
that, while there is a marbedly favorable 
effect on longevity through « first class 
family history, it is not an offset to a 
habit ot three glasses of whisky daily, 
which in a goodly percentage of cases 
will be exceeded in the future.“

THE 80-CALLED ‘commission appointed for the purpose 


by royal letters patent bearing the great 
geal of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and of Ireland, it may be Just 
as well to give a few words concerning 
the principal members of this commis- 
sion, which is to represent the sov- 
ereign at Dublin. It is composed of 
five dignitaries—namely: Lord Cas- 
tle town. Sir Edward Harreh and Loré 
Chief Justice Cherry of Ireland, the other 
two being Judges James O, Wylie and 
Jonathan Pim of Court of 
Judicature in Ireland. 

‘The principal commiestoner 10 Lord 
Castletown oft Upper Oseory, whose 
Toryism is in the eyes of his 
Nationalist fellbw countrymen by his 
devotion to sport, of which he is one 
of the finest representatives in the 
Emerald isle; by his gallant military 
services in the past, as a dashing cav- 
alry officer, and by his liberality and 
kindliness as a landlord, his estates 
and thobe of his wife, a celebrated 
beauty in her day, extending’ over some 
30,000 acres. 

He is also chancellor of the Royal 
university of Ireland, a knight of the 
Order of St. Patrick, and served ‘with 
the First life guards in the Egyptian 
campaign and: in South Africa. Al- 
though nearly 70 years of age, Lord 
Castletown is still a particularly fine type 
of the Irish gentleman, being more 
than ordinarily tall, spare, formerly .

There was no rowdyism nor @runken- 
nesa, and the pier was cleaner morally 
and physically than, for example, the 
west end of Coney island or many similar 
resorts. I came and went by street car 
several times and had little delay and hot 
much crowding. Leaving at night, the 
care were loaded seven at one time, and 
once my car registered 127 passengers. 
This crush was relieved by the first trans- 
fer at State or Clark streets and the pas- 
sengers were good natured and generally 
talking of the pier and making plans to 
visit it again: 

I have heard a few complaints of the 
pier, but invariably from people who have 
never visited it. It is no small matter to 
work out the details of the possibilities 
and conveniences of this great municipal 
asset, but I am confident that the harbor 
board and the officials in charge will 
bring them about. I hope there may be 
music, dancing, and frequent community 
singing, but above all I hope that this 
great pier may continue to be the resort 
of families and friendly groups and afford 
to even a greater extent a simple and 
wholesome means of enjoyment so di- 
cult * provide in great cities.

Toronto, Ont., July 31. With one town 
completely wiped out, another almost in 
ruins, and a score of small settlements 
obliterated, Premier Hearst announced 
tonight that 184 persons lost their lives 
in the forest fires im northern Ontario. 
Only a heavy rainfall early today prob- 
ably saved a great part of the province 
from destruction, Hundreds are home- 
less and the dominion government has 
taken extraordinary measures to provide 
for the refugees. 

Where the town of Matheson once stood 
tonight there are only smoldering ruins 
and ashes. The country surrounding it ts , 
as barren as a desert. Only a few struc- 
tures in the village of Cochrane remain 
standing. The greatest loss of life oc- 
curred at Nushka and Monteith, partly in 
rulns, where ninety-elght persons were 
burned todeath. At Matheson thirty-five 
perished. 

Iroquois Falls, where great paper mills 
are located, was not entirely burned, as 


one store were saved from the flames. 
There was no serious damage at Engle- 
hart, although one or two fires occurred, 
At Timmins seventeen houses were 
burned down. 

“The relief work throughout the dis- 
trict is well in hand,” the premier said 
tonight. Everything possible is being 
done. We will spare no expense to give 
the necessary relief.”
